Placement

These terminals can be used for either interlace or progressive out- 
put and provide a purer picture than the S VIDEO OUT terminal. 
Connection using these terminals outputs the color difference signals 
(Pb/Pr) and luminance signal (Y) separately in order to achieve high 
fidelity in reproducing colors. 

•The description of the component video input terminals depends on 
the television or monitor (e.g. Y/Pb/Pr, Y/B-Y/R-Y, Y/Cb/Cr). Con- 
nect to terminals of the same color.

DVDs are recorded using either film or video. Usually, film is record- 
ed at 24 frames per second, the rate movies are filmed at, while video 
is recorded at 30 frames per second. 

Frame 

Frames are the still pictures that go together to make a moving 
picture. There are about 30 frames shown each second. 

Interlace and progressive output 

NTSC, the video signal standard, has 480 interlaced (i) scan lines, 
whereas progressive scanning uses twice the number of scan lines. 
This is called 480p. The 480i video signals output from this unit's 
COMPONENT VIDEO OUT terminals (Y, Pb, Pr) allow you to enjoy 
higher quality pictures than if the signals were output from the video 
output terminal or S VIDEO OUT terminal.
